imi.T»S  KETTS  IN  THE  I.1A.RKETS? 
(USDA  Food  Bulletin  for  the  -vTeek  ended  Feb.  10,  1950) 
SAN  FRillTCISCO,  Feb,  7*——  Cranberries  and  NewboTTn  apples  from  Santa  Cruz 
county  continue  to  h&ad  the  list  as  Best  Buys  fron  the  fruit  department^ 
Good  Buys  this  iTsek  include  lemons  (lower  priced).  Imperial  Valley 
grapefruit,  D^Anjou  and  C  omic  e  pears  from  Santa  Clara  county,  and  loo so -pack 
dates  from  Caachclla  Valley, 

Rated  as  Fair  Buys  are  avocados  and  bananas. 

Caulif lovror  and  parsnips  continue  as  Best  Buys  from  the  vegetable  bin, 
along  iTith  bunched  boots  and  bunched  turnips. 

Good  Buys  are  cabbage.  Banana  and  Hubbard  squash,  artichokes,  and  yellow 
Globe  onions. 

Fairly  Good  Buys  this  v7oek  arc  broccoli,  spinach,  swootpotatoos,  carrots,- 
and  tomatoes. 

Generally,  trading  has  boon  fair  to  good  in  the  San  Francisco  wholosalo  moat 
market  the  p^st  iTCok,    Lightrroight  boof ,  light^-roight  lamb,  mutton,  and  cot;  beef 
caraasscs  have  been  in  limited  supply.    Demand  has  not  been  sufficient  to  clear 
lamb  supplies,  but  prices  have  advanced  Ol.OO  to  02.00  per  hundrcdvroight,  due  to 
higher  prices  on  live  lambs.  Host  of  the  beef  supply  has  boon  Commercial  and  Good 
grades,  while  most  of  the  veal  and  calf  has  been  of  Utility  and  Commercial  grades 
mth  only  very  limited  supplies  of  Good  grade.    Hindquarters  and  loins  of  boof 
have  dropped  vltOO  to  02.00  per  hundredweight  under  a  vciy  irregular  demand; 
beef  rounds  and  chucks  have  advanced  Ol.OO  per  hundredvroight.    Prices  have 
advanced  Ol»00  per  hundredweight  on  veal,  and  03,00  to  O^.OO  per  hundredivcight 
on  mutton.    Light  supplies  of  fresh  pork  have  hold  unchanged  in  price. 
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3uttor  prices  arc  unchanged  from  a  rrock  ago  in  the  v/holcsalo  market. 
Demand  is  rather  sIot;  for  plentiful  supplies  —  especially  of  top  grades, 
TTcstorn  production  is  around  19  percent  above  a  year  ago^    Grades  Aoa\A(lst 
Quality)  are  quoted  to  retailers  at  67-1 /2  to  70  cents  per  pound  in  cartons  of 
l/s-lb,  prints 5  and  Grade  B(2nd  Quality)  is  quoted  at  66  to  67  cents  per  pound 
in  cartons  of  l/4-.lb,  prints. 

In  the  egg  market  demand  has  been  only  fair  for  more  than  ample  supplies. 
Large  and  medium  sizes  have  held  unchanged  in  price  from  a  vrook  ago,  but  smalls 
have  dropped  2  cents.    Quotations  to  retailers  areS  Grade  "A'*  Large,  42  to  43 
cents  per  dozen  in  cartons;  Grade  "A"  Hediu;:!,  40  to  41  cents;  and  Grade  "A" 
Small,  36  to  38  cents  per  dozen  in  cartons. 

Under  a  continued  better  demand  for  poultry  in  the  i.-holcsalc  market, 
dressed  poultry  has  moved  vrcll  this  past  vroek.     Prices  arc  up  2  cents  per  pound 
on  broilers  and  sm-all  frj^-ors,  and  3  cents  per  pound  on  largo  fryers  and  roasters. 
All  other  classes  arc  unchanged  in  price  from  a  vroek  ago, 
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
